Planting  Is  done  from  ttje 
seeds,  not  from  .seedlings  grown  In  nurseries.  The 
forestry  maps  of  the  country  show  almost  every 
tree  on  an  estate  and  give  its  life  history.  It  Is 
estimated  that  II  Canada  had  begun  fifty  years 
ago  and  followed  a  policy  such  aa  prevails  in 
Sweden  afforestation  would  now  be  producing 
here  enough  timber  to  replace  aU  OUW  pr  de- 
stroyed by  fire  and  Insect  pests.

Suppose  that  liuftead  of  being  out- 
side the  body  of  the  animal,  the 
flavoring  liquid  were  tosMe;  that  Is 
to  say,  suppose  that  by  some  process 
we  could  soek  It  from  the  totertor 
Thi*.  (fives  you  th*-  'tntra-sauce.'  I 
r^uKi;l  rather  sav  Ihi-  1  ii ua-saucSB."
